There was a tragic ending to the 


ball given in the jiak .by the Gettys- 
burg Fire Co., on WHtoesday evening, 
although aooe ofltfa* gay dancers 
dreamed of it at tW time and none 
learned of H until the next morning, 
Among those who attended was Will 
Smith, eldest son Mr,. A. J. Smith, the 
well-known tianer ofcthis place. He 
was accompanied bj Miss Lillie Koch. 
Both, seemed to eojty the evening, 
yoong Smith calling* out the figures in 
ooe «f the dances aMf being apparent- 
ly w,the best of spins*. HeandMias 
Koch kft the rink shortly after n o'- 
clock, and he accompanied her home 
to her residence on West Middle St. 


Shortly before la o'clock, Mr. 


Thomas Warren, who asides on Cbam- 
beisburg street, and whose lot adjoins 
the rear of the Kocli lot on the parai- 
street, only an alley separating them, 
was awakened from his slumbers by 
the barking of his dog. Immediately 
after there was the sound of a pistol 
shot, and Mr. Warren concluded that 
some one had shot his dog. 
He made 


no investigatioa but the next morning, 
about 6 o'clock, on going to the end 
of his 1st, a terrible discovery awaited 
him. In an opes cow shed, resting 
partially on a manure pile and partial- 
ly on a lot o£wood, was the dead, stif- 
fened body of a well-dressed young 
man. His head was hanging over, 
and a thick, Jtetted sOfam of blood 
an^-'brains fltag from j^bole in his 
forthead and^Dtspatterisr the ground 
below. His fet iy in fbe alley, and 
a revolver, WBM two empty chambers, 
was found rdMer the left leg, between 
the knee and foot, whence it had evi- 
dently dropped Jcg»J|»aervek»hand 
as he sanE over to dielx " 


Alarmed by the horrid sight, Mr. 


Warren hastily summoned Mr. Geo. 
W. Schriver, who in turn went for 
Constable Geiselman. It was at first 
supposed that the dead" boy was Alfred 
Palmer, a young fellow who works for 
Ed. A. Weaver, Esq., but ere long this 
supposition was found to be erroneous 
and the corpse was inentified as that 
of Will Smith. The news spread over 
the town like wildfire. Justice Hill 
was notified and he proceeded to se- 
lect a jury of inquest, but for two hours 
and a half the body lay in the open, 
exposed condition in which it was 
found, the centre of a morbid crowd 
which thronged the shed alley. A 
good deal of indignation was expressed 
at the manner in which the body was 
thus left, but finally _the jury reached 
the spot and viewed the remains, 
which were then placed on a stretcher 
and taken to the home of the stricken 
parents on York street. 


The jury selected by Justice Hfll 


was composed of Messrs. Henry San- 
ders, Nathaniel Miller, Geo. W. Span- 
gler, G. W. Weaver, F. S. Ramer and 
D. E. Skelly. 
The inquest was held 


in the Arbitration room of the Court 
House and the verdict rendered was 
to the effect that the deceased came to 
his death by a pistol sho't from his own 
bands. Among the witnesses were Dr. 
Walter H. O'Neal, the examining phy- 
sician, Mr. and Mrs. John Koch and 
their daughters, Lillie and Annie. 
Dr. O'Neal explained the nature of the 
fatal wound and said he had probed 
in the bullet hole three inches before 
he found the ball, which bad passed 
into the brain through the band of the 
hat, a corresponding hole being found 
in that article of attire. In the upper 
breast pocket of the boy's vest was 
found a dirk knife in a tin sheath, and 
dent in the sheath, and the burnt and 
blackened condition of the clothes that 
covered bis left breast showed that he 
had fired a shot toward his heart pre- 
vious to shooting himself in the head, 
and that the ball had been turned 
aside by striking the tin sheath of his

Young Will SmUk, IH a Fit of 
Jealosy 
Tahos His Own Lift

There wat a tragic Ending to the 
ball given in the liftfc by the Gettys* 
burg Fire Co., on WWo^day evening, 
aUhnugh none oT.jftt gay dancers 
dreamed of it at tht tine and none 
learned of it until tbi next morning. 
Acuong tboae who Attended was Will 
Smith, eklest ton Mr« A. J. Smith, the 
welKknown tiMier ol this place. 
He 
w u «ccompaoied by Mi» Lillie Koch. 
Both, teemed to enjoy the evening, 
yoMQg Smith calling out the figures in 
one M the dances m 4 being apparent« 
ly imiM best of spMM^ He and Miss 
Koch ItH the rink shortly after 11 o'- 
clock, and he acco«iyanied her home 
to her residence on West Middle St. 


Shortly before i a 
o'clock, Mr. 
Thomss Warren, who resides on Cham- 
beisburg street, and Whose lot adjoins 
the rear of the Koch lot on the paral- 
street, only an alky separating them, 
was awakened from his slumbers by 
the barking of his dog. 
Immediately 
after there was the «mnd of a pistol 
shot, and Mr. Warren concluded that 
some one had shot his dog. 
He made 
no investigation but the next morning, 
about 6 o'clock, on going to the end 
of his Ut, a terrible discovery awaited 
him. 
In an open oow shed, resting 
partially on a manure pile and partial- 
ly on a lot of wood, wm the dead, stif- 
fened body of a well-dressed young 
man. 
His head was hanging over, 
and a thick, jtetted st«am of blood 
an#. brains A i g from A/hole in his 
foifhead a i M n i w a t t « # th^ ground 
below. 
Hisijat jky is the alley, and 
a revolver, w ^ two empty chambers, 
was found uMrr the left leg, between 
the knee and foot, whence it had evi- 
dently dropfwd Ar^^jwrveksshand 
as he sank over to die^ 


Alarmed by the hofrid sight, Mr. 
Warren hastily summoned Mr. Geo. 
W. Schriver, who in turn went for 
Constable Geiselman. 
It was at first 
supposed that the dead boy wai Alfred 
Palmer, a young fellow who works for 
Ed. A. Weaver, Esq., but ere long this 
sitppofiition was found to be erroneous 
and the corpse was inentified as that 
of Will Smith. 
The news spread over 
the town like wildfire. Justice Hill 
was notified and he proceeded to se- 
lect a jury of inquest, but for two hours 
and a half the body lay in the open, 
exposed condition in which it was 
found, the centre of a morbid crowd 
which thronged the shed alley. 
A 
good deal of indignation was expressed 
at the manner in which the body was 
thus left, but finally jthe jury reached 
the spot and viewed the remains, 
which were then placed on a stretcher 
and taken to the home of the stricken 
parents on York street. 


The jury selected by Justice Hill 
was composed of Messrs. Henry San- 
ders, Nathaniel Miller, Geo. W. Span- 
gler, G. W. Weaver, F. S. Ramer and 
p. E. Skelly. 
The inquest was held 
in the Arbitration room of the Court 
House and the verdict rendered was 
to the effect that the deceased came to 
his death by a pistol shot from his own 
hands. 
Among the witnesses were Dr. 
Walter H. O'Neal, the examining phy- 
sician, Mr. and Mrs, John Koch and 
their daughters, Lillie and 
Annie. 
Dr. O'Neal explained the nature of the 
fatal wound and said he had probed 
in the bullet hole three inches before 
he found the ball, which had passed 
into the brain through the band of the 
hat, a corresponding hole being found 
in that article of attire. 
In the upper 
breast pocket of the boy's vest was 
found a dirk knife in a tin sheath, and 
dent in the sheath, and the burnt and 
blackened condition of the clothes that 
covered his left breast showed that he 
had fired a shot toward his heart pre- 
vious to shooting himself in the head, 
and that the ball had been turned 
aside by striking the tin sheath of his 
knife. This accounted for the two 
empty chambers in the revolver,which, 
he had borrowed sometime ago from 
another boy named Edward Garlach. 


From the evidedce given by the 
Kochs, it appears that young Smith 
had been keeping company with Miss 
Lillie for quite a while. 
He was very 
jeaulous of ker, and the attentions

men at the Firemen's ball angered 
him. 
On taking her home, he remon- 
strated with her and declared his in* 
tention of shooting himself. 
He tried 
to lake his revolver out, and Lillie 
struggled with him, trying to prevent 
it. 
Finally he succeeded in doing so 
and then Lillie, wild with alarm, flew 
toward the stairs to summon help. As 
she ran up the stairway she heard a 
pistol shot and, full ot fear lest Smith 
had kept his threat, screamed aloud. 
She awoke the household, and the fam* 
ily searched the house, Mr. Koch even 
looking into the cellar, but no traces 
of young Smith was found. Subse* 
quently, however, after turning upstairs, 
Mrs. Koch heard a sharp report down 
the lot but imagined at the time that 
it was only the horse kicking against 
the side of the stable. 


The balance is only surmise. It is 
supposed that Smith, after his unsuc* 
cessful attempt at suicide in the house, 
which was frustrated by the sheath 
turning the ball aside, the bullet after- 
wards being found lying on the floor, 
went out the back way and down the 
lot, crossing the alley into Wsrren's 
cow shed, where his second effort at 
self destruction was more successful. 
Young Smith was 19 years old on the 
day of his death. 
His stricken par. 
ents have the sympathy of all our peo- 
ple, and the unfortunate affair is most 
deplorable. 
There seems to be a fa- 
tality in the neighborhood where the 
tragic event occurred. 
Way back, in 
stage coaching time, a man hanged 
himself within a square of the present 
tragedy. 
Still later a Mrs. Herbst 
^ g e d herself in the immediate vicin- 
ity, or to be more precise, in the ad- 
joining stable, and not long ago John 
Bartel committed suicide on the same 
lot where his predecessor in self de- 
struction hanged himself many years 
ago.

A half mile from Wemersville, in 
Berks county, close to the Lynn town- 
ship line, there resided the Kunkle 
family of six children, all living to- 
gether on the homestead of 125 acres. 
They lived together in a story-and-a- 
half log house and none of them ever 
married. 
All did the housework be< 
tween them, such as baking, washing, 
mending, etc. 
The family includ^ 
originally four brothers and two sisters. 
The latter have died and the four men 
now live together, no woman being 
upon the premises. 
They have the 
reputation of making the best bread 
and butter in the neighborhood. They 
have four horses and six cows, but no 
modern machinery. 
On their farm 
they raise rye mostly, and now have 
3,500 sheaves of the grain stored in the 
barn. 
All their threshing is done by 
the flail. The eldest of the brothers is 
78 years old, and the youngest 61. 
The brothers have 135,000 invested, 
and there is an agreement that the 
money of all is to remain together as 
long as there is a survivor.

Cheap Sugar in Sigh/. 


In anticipation of sugar going on 
free list April ist and the price conse- 
quently taking a big drop, enterprising 
wholesale dealers have been doing a 
rattling business during the past fort- 
night in selling sugar for delivery af- 
ter that date at the new rates. 
By the 
provisions of the McKinley bill the re- 
finers have the privilege during March 
of refining sugar in bond without pay- 
ing duty upon it, so that there will be 
a supply for sale at the new prices the 
moment April i is ushered in. In ex- 
pectation ot lower prices after that 
time grocers throughovrt the country 
have been curtailing their supplies of 
sugar to avoid being caught with any 
considerable atuount of the protected 
article after April ist, and the pros- 
pect now is that there may be some- 
thing like a sugar famine in March. 


Taking advantage of this situation 
some erterprising wholesale houses in 
Philadelphia have been taking orders 
for April delivery, and the rush to buy 
has been trenoendous. 
Granulated 
sugar, which is now selling at 
cts. 
per pound, was quoted last Tuesday 
for April delivery at 
cents and on 
Wednesday at 
cents a pound. In 
two days one wholesale house received 
orders for z,6oo barrels, and the Phil- 
delphia refineries have now so many 
orders for April delivery that they 
have refused to take any more. 


Owing to the course of the retail 
grocers in keeping their stocks of su- 
gar as low as possible the price has 
been advancing lately, but after \pril 
1 there will be a big drop. 
The sugar 
which is ordered at 4 ^ will retail at 
5 cents a pound, and prices will gener- 
ally be about two cents a pound lower. 


This advant^e to the American 
consumer is subject, of course, to such 
modification as May result from the 
stimulation of prices of raw sugars in 
foreign countries by the increased con- 
sumption in and the consequent en- 
largement of demand from tte United 
States. 


Constable Sam Morrison and a 
pretty girl came into Columbia Friday 
handcuffed together.

Master Kessler called attention to the ex- 
travagant waste of timber in the United 
States. Among oiher interesting details 
3Ir. Kessler spoke of the tremendous de- 
struction of forests in the United States 
during recent decades of years. Quoting 
from, the tenth census, he stated that in 
1SSO the 25,70S saw mills thea in opera- 
tion converted §120,000.000 worth of 
~aw timber stock into various kinds of 
lumber, and he asserted that at the same 
rate there would be no good-sized timber 
left in forty vears. He spoke of the 
enormous-•« aste of wood through foiest 
feres, which are the result, for the most 
part, of carelessness or a desire to clear 
laud for cultivation, and declared that 
the planting of new forests, which, has 
of late years received some attention in 
the Eastern States, cannot begin to onset 
±he waste of forests. 
He said that there 


is every reason to fear that America will 
soon be a country impoverished for tree 
property. Mr. Kessler made the striking 
comparison that, while tae United States 
lad 
but eleven per cent, of its area 


covered by forests, the empire of Ger- 
many has twenty-six per cent, of its 
entire area so covered. Mr. Kessler said 
that the reckless destruction of forest 
trees in America and the indifference 
manifested by Americans ia the restora- 
tion of forests is a menace, not alone to 
the wealth of the nation, but threatens 
serious deterioration both to the climatic 
$oo.ditiofl§ an,d the fertility of tlie soil.

Like all animals

succeed. He alwavs lav aloai^ the edge 
of the leaf, with his head to the point, 
and ate at each bite exactly the breadth 
aecessury to preserve the contour of the j 
leaf as"far as possible. When he reached j 
the point, by a few sharp convulsions, he 
returned to the stem and began, another 
row. 
When he had finished one-half of 


the leaf he began the other, and when 
nothing but the center rib of the leaf 
was left he ate backward along the stem. 
He was the most economical feeder I 
ever saw; oniy a very little bit of the 
center rib of the leaf was bitten o£ and 
fell to the ground, and the hard stem of 
the leaf was left. I soon observed that 
he could assume the exact shape of the 
leaf he was feeding on, and I frequently 
shifted him and watched the nrocess. In 
due time he assumed the chrysalis form; 
he partly suspended partly glued himself 
to the stem of the plant and it was very 
difficult to detect him: but not nearly so 
difficult as in the caterpillar state.1"—

property, filr- Kessler made the striking 
comparison that, while the United States 
had

per cent, of its 
area 
covered by foregts, the 
empire of 
Ger- 
many Aas twenty-six per cent, pf 
its 
entire area so covered, 
Mr. Kessler said 
that tho reckless destruction 
of forest 
tree» in America and 
the indilleri?iice 
manifested by Americans 
in the restora- 
tion of forests is Çi ^iienace, not alone to 
tho M'eulth of the nation, but tliveatens 


.serious deterioration both to the climatic

at 
St. 
Albans and "established" Mr. Sander 
noted one presently ol which the flower 
stalk was yellow instead of brown, as is 
usual. 
Sharp eyes are a valuable item of 
the orchid grower's stock in trade, for 
the smallest ))cculiarity 
among 
such 
"sportive" objects should not be neg- 
lected. 


Carefully he put the yellow stalk aside 
—the only one among thousands, one 
might say myriads, since cypripedium 
insigne is one of our oldest and com- 
monest orchids and it never showed this 
phenoraeuon beiore. 
In due course tho 
flower opened 
and proved 
to be all 
golden. Mr. Sander cut his plant in two, 
sold half for $375 to a favored customer 
and the other half publicly for §500. 
Aaother instance occurs to me while I 
write.

journalist who has the audacity to grow 
orchids.

A Curious Cnterpiller. 


"While in Japan a messmate brought 
aboard, in an ordinary pot, a beautiful 
trained shrub Avith a leaf much resem- 
bling that of orange. 
It was placed on 
the wardroom 
table where we all sat. 
The steward removed it from the table 
to the top of a harmonium at least three 
time a day, and I watered it wheu re- 
quired. 
I often examined and admired 
it. 
In eight or ten days it began to 
show signs of falling, and, thinking it 
might be infected wfth spider or green 
fly, I examined it carefully, and in do- 
ing so I disturbed a large green smooth- 
skinned caterpiller. 
Like all animals 
on board of ship, he soon became a great 
favorite, and we often asked strangers to 
point him out, and in no case did they 
succeed. 
He always lay along tho edge 
of the leaf, with his head to the point, 
and ate at each bite exactly the breadth 
necessury to preserve the contour of tho 
leaf r»s'far as possible. 
When he reached 
the point, by a few sharp convulsions,-he 
returned to the stem and began another 
row. 
When he had finished one-half of 
the leaf he began the other, and when 
nothing but the center rib of the leaf 
was left ho ate backward along the stem. 
Pie was the most economical feeder I 
ever saw; only a very little bit of the 
center rib of the leaf was bitten ofi; and 
fell to the ground, and the hard stem of 
the leaf was left. 
I soon observed that 
he could assume the exact shape of the 
leaf he was feeding on, and I frequently 
shifted him-and watched the proceis. In 
due time he assumed the chrysalis form; 
he partly suspended partly glued himself 
to the stem of the plant and it was very 
difficult to detect him; but not nearly so 
difficult as in the caterpillar state."—

HOW TO COOK liirE. 


'ilicc is becoming a much more popu* 
tar article of food than heretofore. 
It is

substituted 
for potatoes at

tively cheaper than potatoes, oatmeal or 
prain-prits of any kind. 
In preparing 
It only just enoui?h cold waler should be 
poured on to prevent the rice from burn- 
ing at the bottom of the pot, which 
should have a close-fittiupf cover, and 
with a moderate lire the rico is steamed 
rather than boiled until nearly 
done; 
then the cover is taken off, the surplus 
steam and moisture allowed to escape, 
and the rice turns out a mass of snow- 
white kernels, each separate from the 
other, and as much superior to the usual 
so^Sy mass as a lino mealy potato is 
superior tu the water-soaked artiqlc.—

BHAISED DUCK. 


Draw and singe three ducks. 
Canvas 
Back, if you can get them—of course, 
any other variety will answer, if 
you 
cannot procure the 
first. 
After 
the 
ducks are drawn, wipe carefully with a 
damp cloth and truss them in 
good 
shape. .Slice one onion, one carrot, a 
turnip and two or three slices of celery 
into a braising or baking-pan. 
Put the 
duckfl on top, add one quart of stock or 
water, cover with another pan and bake 
in a quick oven three-quarters of an hour, 
basting every ten minutes, 
AVhen the 
•ducks are half done, dust with salt and 
pepper. When they are done dish them. 
Put two tablespoonfuls of butter in a 
frying-pan 
to 
brown. 
When 
very 
brown add two tablespoonfuls of ilour 
and brown again, then add one pint of 
the liquor from the pan in which the 
ducks were braised. 
Stir 
continually 
until it boils. 
Take from the fire, add 
two tablespoonfuls of mushroom sauce, 
salt and pepper to taste. 
Moisten 
the 
ducks with 
this sauce, garnish 
with 
crcss and serve.—Neio York

TI0U3EII0LD HINTS. 


Tallow, applied warm, will soften and 
finally cure corns and bunions. 


Apples will not freeze if covered with 
linen cloth, nor a pie or custard burn if 
in the oven with a dish of water. 


Purify clothes 
that have been kept 
from the air by laying pieces of charcoal 
(wrapped in paper) in the folds. 
Try 
•the open air at first. 


To preserve apples, spread them on a 
grating, but not in coutact with each 
•other, as one bad apple will spoil the 
others by starting decay. 


Two apples kept in the cake box will 
cause moderately rich cake to remain 
moist for a great length of time, if the 
apples arc renewed when withered. 


Turpentine and black varnish is the 
blacking used by hardware dealers for 
protecting stoves from rust. 
If put on 
properly it will last through the season. 


The best way when 
hot 
grease has 
^)een spilled on the floor is to dash cold 
water over it, so as to harden it quickly 
and prevent it striking into the boards. 


Don't forget to have a few beans of 
coffee handy, for this serves as a deo- 
dorixer if burnt on coals or paper. 
Bits 
of charcoal placed around are useful in 
absorbing gases and other impurities. 


Lemons should be kept hung up iu an 
open work basket, or a bag made from a 
net. Soap should be cut into convenient- 
^sized pieces and piled neatly on one end 
of the shelf, so that the air may circulate 
and dry it. 


Keep your jelly in a cool, dry closet. 
Either write the name of the 
variety 
of 
the 
jelly 
on 
a 
neat 
little 
slip of white paper, and paste this on the 
side of the glass, or write in the centre 
of the covers before pasting them on. 


A porcelain kettle is the best for pre- 
serving; too largo a quantity should never 
bo cooked at one time. 
Large fruits 
may be put in the syrup, cooked rapidly 
ut lirst, and then slowly, to preserve the 
shape; if the fruit is cooked and the 
syrup yet thin, take up a piece at a time 
carcfully, boil the syrup until thick, re- 
turn the fruit to it and cook slowly. 


A pretty way of seiving eggs for tea is 
this: Cut bread in nice square pieces aad 
toast. 
Take eggs out of the shell, keep- 
ing yolks whole. 
Beat the whites to ¡1 
stilT froth, lay the beaten wliite arouud 
nicely on the toast, drop yolks in centre 
of white ring, salt and put in hot oven 
to bake a few minutes. 
When you take 
them out of the oven, pour a little melted 
butter on toast.

Lis eighty-fourth year, is not only the 
'Oldest of our living poets, but comes near 
being the oldest of any American poet 
who has ever lived.

new appliances. 
This is particularly 
true of the exercisos takfin for the pur- 
pose of reducing fat and improving the 
beauty and symmetry of the human 
form.

,while they reduce weii2rht, they do not 
'always lessen the width of the waist. 
'The reason of this is that the abdom- 
;inal muscles which are clogged with 
fat in the case of an enlargement of 
that part of the body are not exerted 
iin club or dumb-boll exorcise, or even 
in waDcing or riding. 
I Within the last few years macliinos 
have been invented for the express pur- 
'pose of supplying these deficiencies,

A feature common to many of 
them is an iron standard which is set 
against the wall with weights, which 
run up or down, according as the ropes, 
set on pulleys, are pulled.

'the muscles on the neck and shoulders 
but the abdominal ones as well. 
The 
'Second one has a curved board fixed to 
support the back while the man leans 
backward and, with his arms thrown 
np and somewhat in rear of his head, 
pulls at the ropes. 
This is considered 
the best machine, and should be used 
sparingly at first. It will effectually 
remove all tendency to obesity from 
the abdomen. 


The third cut represents a machine 
for keeping the muscles of the legs in

good condition for walking or running. 
It may be fastened to any strong chair, 
the weights being jjlaced underneath. 
The pedals would serve as a footstool 
in an olhce chair, and the weights can 
be lessened or decreased at will.

vigorous walk, and if continued stead- 
ily from day to day will keep the legs 
in perfect training.

were burned to death and the Secre-

months. 
When to these are added the death of 
Minister Rice and 
the only son of 
Minister Lincoln, it will be seen that 
the administration has had an unusual 
number of bereavements. 


Rev. Adam Stump, of York, recent- 
ly from Nebraska, says the accounts of 
the distress there are not exaggerated. 
That every item of property is under 
mortgage at from 10 to 24 per cent., 
that there is no way ior the people to 
earn money, except by farming, and 
as the crops have failed, there is noth- 
ing ahead except starvation. Cow man- 
uie is the only iuel, in many cases. 


Judge McClean last week instructed 
the Constables that Assistant Assessors 
were to be elected at the coming Feb- 
ruary election,and that they should give 
notice accordingly, the result of the 
legislation in 1889 being to leave the 
office of Assistant Assessor untouched.

There ie nothing said as to party 
pohtics of inspectors, though it is 
generally supposed that tho minority 
party should be represented in the 
board uf election. 
However, where 
the Democratic majorities are very 
large it hws been the habit in this 
county to divide the vote and elect 
both inspectors, which, while not ex- 
actly fair, does not appear to be a vi- 
olation of the law.

quarts of the meal 
changed for two 
quarts of cottonseed meal, which contains 
nearly tliree times as much fat as the 
cornmeal.

HAUMNG OUT ^IA^'URE. 


After the liarvcat work is

able quantity ^Yill, in many cases, accu- 
mulate, and both tho meadow and wheat 
will be largely bencHted by an application 
of this kind. 
"When it can be done the 
better plan is to haul the manure dircct 
from the stable to tho lields aud to scat- 
ter dircct from the wagons, taking pains, 
of course, to scatter evenly, and to avoid 
leaving in large lumps, as, if they get 
dry aud hard, it is sometimes difiicult to 
properly rine. In order to secure tho 
best results with manure it is important 
to have it in such u condition that it can 
bo thoroughly incorporated into the soil 
and applied on the ground. After plow- 
iug the work of harrowing should fol- 
low, to get into a proper tilth for sow- 
ing the seed.

One of the best plans of

learn the same gait, 
and little care in 
this respect at the start will make a con- 
siderable diEerence in a short time. Be 
sure at first that the horse used iu break- 
ing the colt is naturally a good walker 
and then see that the colt is well broken 
beside him aud an important point will 
have been gained.— Chicago Times.

better. 
I have ah'cady done some prun- 
ing this fall. 
There is another advan- 
tage in pruning now, where the rabbits 
are plenty, as the green brush will give 
them something to bark, instead of their 
attacking young trees, much to their in- 
jury oft times. 
If young trees arc prop- 
erly trained 
from their infancy there 
need be no other tool needed than a 
good pocket knife. 
The pruning of 
trees in June, as some reeoinmQnd, I de- 
mur most emphatically, as from all my 
experience, v/here it becomes necessary 
from the eirects of storms, the result was 
injurious. It stands to reason that when 
a tree is iu full growth that any foliage 
taken from it, the result is a check, aud

Six Hiuidreil Tcet of Frost 1 


' h'or mauy years scientists have been 
perplexed over the 
phenomenon of a 
certain -well at Yakutsk, Siberia. 
As 
long ago as 1828 a Russian merchant be- 
gan^ to'sink this noted well, and after 
working on it for three years, gave it up 
as a bad job, having at that time sunk it 
to a depth of thirty feet without getting 
through the frozen ground. 
He com- 
municated these facts to the 
Russian 
Academy of Sciences, who sent men to 
take charge of the digging operation at 
the wonderiul well. 
These 
scientiQc 
gentlemen toiled away at their work for 
several years, but at last abandoned it 
when a depth of 382 feet was reached, 
with the earth still frozen as hard as 
a rock. 
In 1844 tho academy had the 
temperatura of tho soil at the sides of the 
well taken at various depths. 
From the 
data thus obtained they came to the 
startling conclusion that the ground wa3 
frozen to a depth exceeaing CUO feet. 


Although it is 'known to 
meteorolo- 
gists that the iJolo of file lowest known 
temperature is in that region of Siberia, 
it is conceded that not even that rigorous 
climate could force frost to such a great 
depth below the surface. 
After figuring 
on the subject for over a quarter of a 
century geologists have come to the con- 
clusion that the great 
frozen valley of 
the Lena River was deposited, frozen 
just as it 
is found to-day, during the 
gre^t grinding up era of the glacial 
epoch.—St. Louis
